Introduction | 

In this review of the year’s operations, the services rendered by the 
Department are highlighted under descriptive headings in the first part of the 
report. Production statistics, details of financial operations and other statis- 
tical data, formerly interspersed with the text matter, are included in part 
two of the report. 


Printing Production 

Production-wise, the year 1958-59 was one of moderate progress keep- 
ing pace with the growth of demands by Parliament and government depart- 
ments and agencies for printing, lithography and auxiliary printing work 
made upon the Department. 


As shown in Table 1 in the statistical section of this report, the total 
number of impressions increased from 96,449,554 to 119,301,275 in the 
Letterpress division and from 57,644,061 to 73,689,675 in Offset. Corre- 
sponding increases are also recorded in Composition and other segments of 
our printing operations. It is interesting to note however that, in spite of 
these increases, the actual number of printing requisitions received from 
departments was less than a year ago. This is an indication that the net 
growth in printing production can be attributed in part to increased parlia- 
mentary printing requirements. 


Parliamentary Work 


The work of the second Session of the 24th Parliament which opened on 
January 15 and prorogued in July, 1959, was unusually heavy and taxed 
the capacity of our facilities to the utmost. There was a total of 42,456 pages 
printed which is an increase of 13,085 pages over the previous year. This 
meant that a total of approximately 467 tons of type metal had to be stored 
for remake-up for revised editions. 
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Unusual Jobs 


Added to this, were extraordinary demands for work of high priority, 
confidential and “must” publications, many of which were of a complex 
nature or required special treatment. An outstanding instance was the print- 
ing for the conversion loan which necessitated a very tight schedule to meet 
prompt delivery requirements. Other unusual jobs requiring special treatment 
and strict schedules included the printing for the Royal Commission on 
Copyright, the Royal Commission on Energy, the Royal Commission on 
Newfoundland, the Royal Commission on Industrial Design, the Royal Com- 
mission on Broadcasting and the Heeney Report on the Civil Service 
Commission. 


Patent Printing 


In the printing of patents, one important departure from previous 
practice was the discontinuance of teletypesetter composition method in 
favour of the more economical varitype composition, due chiefly to the 
limited practical applications for which the teletypesetter method could be 
used to advantage. 


Plant Studies 


During the year, there was established a Plant Studies Section which 
will result in more efficient service through practical applications in the 
Department of technological developments, as well as new methods and 
procedures in printing production and management. Training in methods 
time measurement is being provided with a view to establishing time standards 
in production. The assistance of the Organization and Methods Branch of 
the Civil Service Commission is acknowledged in the development of this 
project. 


Plant Operations 


A marked degree of increased efficiency has been evident in the general 
operations of the Main Plant, Patent Printing and D.B.S. Unit. The man 
hours worked during 1958-59 were 1,729,284.7, giving a total dollar value 
of $4,865,117 or a $2.81 hourly cost, as against 1,461,168.2 man hours 
worked during the preceding period of 1957-58, giving a dollar value 
of $4,486,450 or an hourly cost of $3.07. These figures show a decrease per 
dollar spent of $0.26 on total manufacturing costs. 
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Planning and Estimating 


The Planning and Estimating functions have also been strengthened and 
more efficient methods introduced during the year, particularly in the field 
of plant loadings and scheduling methods. 


Field Units 


The development of printing units under the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment is reflected in the statistical summary, Table 2, showing an increase 
in the total number of impressions by the printing pools operated by the 
Department in larger centres throughout Canada. The value of production 
in the printing units totalled $2,388,669 during the year, an increase of 
$335,556 over last year. 

The steady growth, during the last few years, of our printing units is the 
result of this Department taking over duplicating and photocopying formerly 
handled by individual departments. During the year, the Organization and 
Methods Service of the Civil Service Commission conducted a survey of 
duplicating work carried out by departments in central Ottawa. The report 
however was not available at the close of the fiscal year under review. 

Of special interest was the setting up of a temporary printing unit to 
service the Commonwealth Trade Conference held in Montreal and the 
establishment, on a permanent basis, of new printing units in Quebec city 
and Longue Pointe, to absorb work previously performed by other depart- 
ments in those areas. 


Working Conditions 


Wage increases for Composition and Lithographic trades and a shorter 
work week for Printing and Stationery Appliance Operators represented the 
most significant changes in working conditions of the various printing trades 
represented in the Department. 

The Lithographic trades received a nine cent wage increase effective the 
ist of January, and the Composition trades, a five cent wage increase effective 
the 1st of March. These wage increases were based on similar increases 
provided Composition and Lithographic trades by job printing firms in the 
City of Montreal. The wage rates of Bindery and Letterpress trades were 
under review at the end of the fiscal year and retroactive wage adjustments 
to the 1st of March were anticipated in these trades. 

The standard work week of Printing and Stationery Appliance Operators 
(Multilith Operators) was reduced from 40 hours to 374 hours effective the 
1st of March. These changes brought the weekly working hours of these 
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employees into line with conditions prevailing in the printing industry at 
Montreal and with the standard work week observed by Multilith Operators 
employed by other Government departments. Wage increases sufficient to 
provide the employees involved with the same take-home pay became effective 
co-incident with the introduction of the shorter work week. 

Cordial relations were maintained during the fiscal year with organiza- 
tions representing the printing trades employees. The Department continued 
its policy of consultation with the representatives of these organizations on 
such matters as wages and working conditions. This policy was further 
extended during the year when employee organizations were asked to partic- 
ipate actively in a joint labour-management committee on plant safety. 

During the year, a staff booklet outlining departmental policies, proce- 
dures and services was prepared and distributed to hourly paid employees of 
the Department. The information contained in this booklet has been instru- 
mental in providing employees with a better understanding of departmental 
operations and the conditions under which they work. 


Plant Equipment and Maintenance 


In line with the policy of maintaining plant efficiency, new equipment 
purchased during the year were replacements of worn out or obsolete equip- 
ment. A new numbering system was applied to our inventory of all productive 
machinery in the Department. To complement the usual inventory data, the 
engineering services compiled technical reference material on machinery 
applications, renewable parts, lubrication, electrical, mechanical and inspec- 
tion instructions. 

The routine maintenance program has been developed to. provide, on 
a regular and systematic basis, for the oiling and greasing of all productive 
machinery, inspection and repair during holiday period wherever possible, 
and yearly electrical inspection for machinery electrical equipment. 

Efforts in cost reduction for the engineering and maintenance function 
have reduced costs by an amount of $10,450 for the year just ended. The 
cost of the function for this year is $2.80 for each $100 of printing produc- 
tion whereas it was $3.42 for the previous year. 


Stationery Operations 


Sales of stationery in 1958-59 amounted to $2,656,759. This sum 
represents the amounts charged against Parliament and the departments for 
catalogue items of stationery supplied to them and includes issues of new 


equipment. The amounts charged against each department are itemized in 
Table 6. 
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Bulk purchases have been extended as much as possible to commodities 
not included in the Department’s stationery catalogue of common use items. 
Accordingly, close supervision has been exercised on direct purchases by 
departments to keep this activity to a minimum. These purchases were down 
to $12,516, a decrease of close to $2,000 from the previous year. In pur- 
suing this policy of purchasing in bulk wherever possible, substantial savings 
have been realized in the procurement of duplicating supplies, the purchase 
of machine rolls, envelopes and miscellaneous items of stationery required by 
departments. This was accomplished in co-operation with the departments 
concerned and in most cases to their complete satisfaction. To cite one 
example, a survey was conducted for a department, with a view to eliminating 
numerous sizes of the same type of envelopes used by them. As a result 
of this investigation, the number of envelope sizes requisitioned was reduced 
from 29 to 3 and one large order placed instead of a multiplicity of higher 
priced small orders. hoe 


Stores 


During the past year, forty-five individual store inventories were con- 
trolled for the main and sub-stores operated by the various divisions of the 
Department from coast to coast. In addition, a temporary store was estab- 
lished to service the Commonwealth Trade and Economic Conference held 
in Montreal. 


Progress was made towards standardization of packaging resulting in a 
saving of more than $4,500 in cartons and other materials required for 
re-packing. This part of the program is only now beginning to show results 
in dollar savings and should be reflected further in the coming year. | 

Inventory holdings in all stores were kept at the lowest possible level 
consistent with efficient operating requirements. A survey was made during 
the year of the variety and sizes of papers in stock with a view to standardiz- 
ing types and sizes in compliance with Canadian Government Specifications 
Board Standards for letterheads and other printed matter. 


Office Machine Service 


Continuing the Department’s long range program in this area of activities, 
purchases, repair and re-allocation of reconditioned equipment have produced 
worthwhile savings to the Government Service. In all, four hundred and 
fifty-two pieces of used equipment that would otherwise have required an 
expenditure of $71,050, have been issued to departments. In addition, savings 
on purchases of new office equipment amounted to $78,862. 
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Publications Sales 


The sale of publications to the general public amounted to $812,608, a 
record high for this important phase of the Department’s activities. Total 
revenues from the sale to government departments and others are shown in 
Table 9. 

The publications sales program has been developing in orderly steps 
over the last few years with the publication of the official catalogues “Special 
Subject Catalogues and Price Lists”’. 


Since government publications provide a record of the activities of 
Parliament and the government, it is gratifying to note that the public has 
responded so well to the considerable effort which has gone into the prepara- 
tion of catalogues and publicity, as reflected in the steady increases in the sales. 


UNESCO Publications 


In July 1958, the Publications Branch of the Department was 
officially recognized as the Canadian agent for the sale of UNESCO publica- 
tions in this country. About 525 titles were carried in stock at the end of the 
year and, despite very little publicity of their availability, nearly $4,300 
revenue was derived from sales. Details on how to order these publications 
appear in the official catalogues. With stepped-up promotion, it is expected 
that UNESCO publications should attain a much higher and deserved 
popularity with our Canadian clients. 


Mailing Service 


The number of mailing lists maintained and serviced by the Department 
increased by 118 over the previous year to a total of 744 while the number 
of names entered in them increased to slightly more than 374,000. In addi- 
tion, 76 lists were maintained in outside departments for regular mailings 
averaging well over 100,000 pieces each month. Further to the mailing lists 
maintenance, over 10,000 plates were embossed for other departments, a 
decrease of 8,000 from last year which was due to the fact that more depart- 
ments have turned over their lists to us for complete mailing service. 


Free Distribution 


In accordance with regulations governing free distribution of government 
publications, 44 copies of each English and 15 copies of each French publica- 
tion issued during the year were sent to 40 English and 10 French full- 
depository libraries. This free distribution includes five copies in both lan- 
guages sent to the Library of Parliament. 
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A copy of each Daily Checklist was sent to 1,389 selective depositories 
and authorized officials, including Members of both Houses of Parliament, 
who are entitled on request, by regulation to receive one copy of each current 
publication. The average free distribution was 160 copies of each publication. 


Financial Operating Results 


Of the $4,000,000 in the Queen’s Printer’s Advance Account as at 
March 31, 1959, there was a credit balance with the Receiver General of 
Canada of $848,197, as compared with a credit balance of $1,139,411 as at 
March 31, 1958. Accounts Receivable totalled $84,365 as compared with 
$99,395 for the previous year. All outstanding accounts have been followed 
up during the year resulting in the complete elimination of all accounts 
outstanding for over a year. 


Printing sales for the year ended March 31, 1959, amounted to $14,- 
654,620 as compared with $14,392,657 for the previous year, a net increase 
of $261,963. Sales of stationery have remained almost the same at $2,656,759 
against $2,674,238 for the previous year. This reduction in the sales of 
stationery may be attributed to a revision of our standard prices resulting in 
a reduction of the excess of revenue over expenditure to only $53,242 com- 
pared with $105,889 last year. 


An excess of $146,685 in revenue over expenditure is reported in the 
financial operations of the Department. Since a deficit of $44,204 was car- 
ried over from last year, the Department has reimbursed the Receiver General 
a net excess of revenue over expenditure of $102,481 derived almost equally 
from the Printing and Stationery branches. This net surplus represents .87% 
of the amount of sales originating from the Department but excludes outside 
printing operations. 


The complete details of the financial operations of the Department for 
the fiscal year ended March 31, 1959, are to be found in part 2 of the report. 


Personnel 


On March 31, 1959, the staff of the Department comprised 608 salaried 
employees as compared with 585 last year and 1,127 prevailing rate employees 
in printing and other trades as compared with 1,085 last year, an increase of 
23 clerical employees and 42 prevailing rate employees respectively. Part of 
this increase was due to transfers of functions from other departments and 
does not represent an overall increase in staff for the Government Service. 
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Training 

‘With improved facilities, training activities were provided in most areas 
of departmental operations. Courses were given on supervisory training, 
departmental organization and operations, efficiency rating, in addition to 
trade courses to letterpress assistants and trainees. Under the apprenticeship 
program, intensive on-the-job training covering various aspects of the printing 
trades was given to 46 trainees from composition, letterpress, offset and 
bindery. Their progress was reviewed by examining boards composed of 
management and employees’ trade representatives resulting in the promotion 
of 14 trainees to journeymen status and recommendations for higher pay in 
many other instances.
